New York Tribune. 


For toast that is to be used as .the 


foundation for poached eggs, mush- 
rooms or any creamed food, half aa 
inch is the correct thickness; hot wa- 
ter is distributed over it evenly with 
a small 
spoon, and melted butter 


spread on with a bristle brush, which 
comes for the purpose. 


People who dislike the softness pro-
